8 ANNUAL REPORT 


CONCORD, N. H. — FEBRUARY 25, 1955 


The Belknap Delegation met in Room 306, State House and 
was called to order by Chairman Karagianis at 1:30 P.M. Present 
were all members except Reps. Smith of Meredith and Urie of 
New Hampton. 


A letter was read from Atty. Robert V. Johnson of Laconia, 
President of the Belknap County Bar Association, asking that 
the Delegation cooperate with the County Commissioners in 
making arrangements for the indexing of records in the Register 
of Deeds office. It was moved by Rep. Tilton and duly seconded, 
that such a committee be appointed. It was so voted and the 
chairman appointed Reps. Miner, Robertson and McAllister. 

The Chairman announced that the Budget hearing would be 
at the Court House in Laconia on Monday, March 7 at 8:00 P.M. 

Rep. O’Shan reported for his committee on the pay raise 
for the County Treasurer. He also presented a proposed bill 
to be introduced through the Rules Committee, which included 
raises for all the County officers. After some discussion it was 
moved by Rep. Rogers and duly seconded that the matter be 
laid on the table and that a committee of three be appointed 
by the Chairman, with the approval of the Delegation, to review 
the salary scale and report back to the delegation within one 
year. 

Discussion ensued. 

It was moved by Rep. Skinner that the previous motion be 
amended by striking out the words “within one year” and 
inserting in place, by May I, 1955. 

Discussion on the amendment. 

A roll call was requested by Rep. Metcalf. 

Voting “Yes” were Reps. Skinner, McAllister, Boutin, Gardner, 
Robertson, Rogers, Morin, Simoneau, Tilton, Ballentine, Kara- 
gianis, O’Shan, Burbank, Dana, Varrell and Miner. 

Voting “No” were Reps. Metcalf and Atwood and the amend- 
ment was adopted. 

The motion of Rep. Rogers, as amended, was then voted upon 
and carried. 

The committee nominated and elected by the delegation con- 
sisted of Reps. Rogers, ‘Tilton and Robertson. 

Report of the County Home committee was read by Rep. 
Robertson. 

Moved by Rep. O’Shan and duly seconded that the report be 
accepted. It was so voted.

Dana and duly seconded, that 
the report be accepted. 


It was so voted. 


Report of Belknap Area Committee was distributed by Rep. 
Rogers.

Report of Fair Committee read by Rep. Dana. 


It was moved by Rep. O’Shan and duly seconded that the 
report be accepted. It was so voted.

LACONIA, N. H. — MARCH 7, 1955 


The annual Budget Hearing was called to order by Chr. 
Karagianis at 8:10, in the County Court House. Present were 
Representatives Skinner, Boutin, Gardner, Robertson, Hart, 
Morin, Simoneau, Tilton, Ballentine, Karagianis, Burbank, 
O’Shan, Dana, Varrell, Smith, Metcalf and Atwood. 


Chairman Karagianis read the budget. 


Atty. Chandler spoke in favor of the Law Library appropria- 
tion. 


Atty. R. V. Johnson spoke of the Belknap Co. Bar Assn.’s 
recommendations concerning the ten year Index of the Register 
of Deeds to be made this year. He suggested additions to present 
procedures and described a new form of indexing which might 
be set up, involving extra initial expense but effecting a saving 
over a period of time. Com. Smith stated that they based their 
request for this year of $5,000.00 for this item on the amount 
used in Strafford Co. ($4,200.) 


Under the appropriation for Extension Service, Com. Smith 
corrected this figure to read $10,051.46. Co. Agent Ballard and 
Mr. Malcolm Harrington of the Farm Bureau Ex. Com. spoke 
in favor of this amount, stating that it covered nominal pay 
raises for Extension help. 


Mr. Krauss of King’s Grant Inn spoke in favor of an increase 
for the amount allotted to Advertising in the Area Budget. Mr. 
Baer explained the amounts spent for advertising and stated he 
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could easily use more than the $5,000 allotted him, but he had 
secured much free advertising by special events, etc. 


Rep. Dana spoke on the subject of a proposed State Fair 
at the Area. He stated it was too late to consider this in 1955 
but some action might be taken in 1956. This would require 
some outlay of money by the county or interested parties therein. 


Mr. Harrington, Mr. James Hughes and Mr. Norman Martin 
questioned the items in the farm and county home budget, being 
answered by the Commissioners. Rep. Robertson requested 
that future budgets include some figure showing the value of 
produce used at the Home. 


Com. Stafford reported about the jail situation and _ stated 
that it would take $1,500 to put the jail in good condition. As 
the inmates of the House of Correction are not confined, no 
particular safety measures could be taken concerning their 
quarters. 


Mr. Martin of Meredith suggested that selectmen of the 
towns in the county be sent a copy of the County budget previous 
to the annual hearing in the future.

LACONIA, N. H. — MARCH 18, 1955 


The Executive Committee met at the Court House, called 
to order by Chairman Metcalf at 2:15. Present were Representa- 
tives Metcalf, Ballentine, Tilton, Simoneau, Gardner, Karagianis 
and Atwood. The three commissioners were present. 

Chr. Karagianis asked that Atty. Johnson and Rep. Miner 
be heard on the subject of Indexing of Records. 

Mr. Johnson reported in more detail on suggestions made 
at the Budget Hearing on March 7. Rep. Miner reported for her 
committee that Remington Rand would set up the proposed 
system at an initial cost of $5,000, and would keep cases up 
to date for $300 a year, the charge then for a ten year index 
would be $2,400. 


Co. Solicitor Cheney arrived and gave his ruling that the 
indexing could not be put out to bid, under his interpretation 
of the law. 


Atty. Johnson stated that records in all counties are not uni-

form, there being no central supervision in the state over 
records of the Registers of Deeds and Probate. 


The Committee returned to consideration of the budget, 
and on motion of Rep. Tilton, it was decided to recommend to 
the delegation $2,000 for Officers’ Expenses. 


Com. Smith replied to questions on the County Farm and 
Home that “the books are set up exactly as the auditors asked 
to have them.” Chr. Metcalf ruled that the remaining items 
in the budget would be recommended to the delegation if 
there was general agreement, without a formal vote. The re- 
maining business was transacted in this manner. 


Amounts to change in the budget as agreed upon were: 


O.A.A. $10,000 

Soldiers Aid 9,000 (Infirmary $2,500 
New Construction 6,600 County Home (Institution 3,600 
Extension Service 10,051.46 (Jail 500 


Upon motion of Rep. Tilton, it was voted to go into execu- 
tive session. Salaries of county officers were discussed. Decided 
to recommend to the delegation $8,250 for salaries. No decision 
on Indexing was reached. Discussion of bookkeeping at Area 
and at the Farm ensued. It was decided to ask the Commissioners 
to adopt the procedures as suggested by the audit of 1954 by 
the Municipal Acct. Division of the State Tax Commission, in 
order that the delegation may more clearly understand the 
budget items. 


Upon motion of Rep. Ballantine, it was voted to approve the 
budget as corrected, with exceptions as noted, and with the 
items as included in H.B. 495.

Treasurer Parker spoke, stating he had not asked for a raise 
in salary, but if he were to perform his duties according to the 
present law as he understands it, his present pay of $200 would 
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be wholly inadequate. He felt that as the bonded officer he 
should properly sign all checks instead of the present procedure 
which has been in effect for many years, that is, the County 
Commissioners sign an order which is accepted in lieu of a 
check for payment of bills. His opinion was that he was not 
now complying with the law. 

Co. Solicitor Cheney spoke in favor of the proposed raise for 
the Sheriff as Mr. Crockett was ill. He then spoke for the raise 
for his office. An allowance for clerical hire is part of the budget 
in other counties. 

When asked if the present custom of paying bills was legal, 
he replied that it was so long as the co-called checks were con- 
sidered as orders. 


No commissioner appeared in favor of the bill. 
The public hearing was adjourned at 8 P.M.

Manager Baer answered questions concerning advertising 
of the Area. 


It was moved by Representative Rogers and duly seconded 
by Representative Dana that the Area budget be adopted as 
amended. It was so voted. 
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It was moved by Representative Dana and duly seconded that 
the delegation go into Executive Session after the budget ex- 
clusive of county officers salaries, had been accepted. It was 
so voted. 

It was moved by Representative Dana and duly seconded 
that there be added to the budget under “Equipment” at the 
County Farm the sum of $2,500 for a milk storage tank to 
be purchased at the discretion of the Commissioners and for 
no other purpose. 

Upon request County Solicitor Cheney spoke on breaks by 
House of Correction inmates. 

It was moved by Representative Urie and duly seconded that 
the delegation accept the Executive Committee recommenda- 
tions of $6,600 for new construction and equipment at County 
Farm, Hospital and Jail. It was so voted. 

It was moved by Representative Urie and duly seconded 
that all items under the heading in question, except the Index- 
ing amount, be adopted as recommended by the Executive 
Committee. 

Register of Deeds Raymond spoke about the ten year index 
of deeds. It can not be put out for bids and should be done 
locally. 55,000 old index cards must be processed and he felt 
that Remington Rand Company could not index for $5,000. 

After discussion it was moved by Representative O’Shan and 
duly seconded, that $5,000 be allowed in the budget for Index 
of Deeds. It was so voted. Senator Keller thanked the dele- 
gation and left. It was moved by Representative Metcalf and duly 
seconded that further consideration of a County Fair be in- 
definitely postponed. 

It was subsequently moved by Representative O’Shan and 
duly seconded that this be laid on the table. It was so voted. 

Voted to give Mr. and Mrs. Pickard a rising vote of thanks.

Some seemed to be larger than 
expected, but others were smaller, so that the prospect of keep- 
ing within the total county budget was satisfactory. 

The freezer locker has been installed at the Home, and other 
improvements completed. ‘The Commissioners invited the execu- 
tive committee to come to the Home next week and view the 
changes. Their invitation was accepted. 


It was suggested that the figures as presented to the delega- 
tion’s executive committee today, be sent out to all members 
of the delegation, for their information.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Belknap County present the annual report 
of the County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of the 
County Home and House of Correction, Manager of the Recrea- 
tion Area, Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, Solicitor and Auditors 
for the year ending December 31, 1955. 


During the year of 1955, many improvements have been made 
throughout the county without any increase in the budget. 


COURT HOUSE 
The roof on the addition at the court house was in bad con- 
dition and it was necessary to have a new one put on. As an 
insurance against fire, much of the old wiring inside the court 
house had to be replaced. Resurfacing around the outside and 
front walk had to be done. 


COUNTY HOME 

At the county home many improvements were made. In the 
infirmary all the old wiring was replaced and new fixtures in- 
stalled. Painting was done throughout. A call system was in- 
stalled for the convenience of the patients. This infirmary meets 
a great need in the county and it, is very extensively used by 
private as well as welfare cases. The income derived from it each 
year fully justifies what expenditures are necessary in the way of 
improvements. 

It was necessary to purchase a bulk storage tank for milk at 
the farm. Another major item which goes a long way towards 
paying for itself is the new freezer locker, which is used for the 
storage of surplus foods and many other items. 


The Belknap County Home is in excellent condition and 
much credit should be given to the very efficient care taken by 
Superintendent and Mrs. Pickard. They cordially welcome 
visitors at any time who may wish to see for themselves what this 
institution has to offer in the way of service to the county. 


WELFARE AND RELIEF 
The Welfare Department has had a very busy year. Mrs. 
Helen Hayner has done an excellent job in meeting the regular 
problems as well as the emergencies which have arisen during 
this period, while keeping the cost down to a minimum. 


Direct assistance costs were higher in 1955 than aid granted 
to Soldier’s and their families, the latter reflecting the increased 
employment in practically all lines of work. The fall and winter 
months bring regular increases in such aid costs which reflects 
seasonal unemployment and inclement weather is a_ serious 
factor for the outdoor worker. 
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Board and Care of Children continues to be a major problem. 
All agencies requesting increases in the amount of aid granted. 
Reimbursement on all such cases has grown increasingly diffi- 
cult since most persons responsible for financial contributions 
continue their lack of parental responsibility. 


Much time is involved not only in the necessary care of such 
children and families, guidance in trying to get parents as well 
as children to make a definite effort to face, and try to solve 
their many problems. 


REGISTER OF DEEDS 
By statutory requirements it was necessary to have a ten year 
index made in the Register of Deeds Office. This project was 
started July 1, 1955 and is now one third completed. It is hoped 
that some time in 1956 completion will be made. 


RECREATION AREA 
Under the efficient management of Fritzie Baer, the Recrea- 
tion Area has had a very profitable year. Many improvements 
have been made, the cost of which being defrayed by earned 
income. The report by Mr. Baer and operating figures for the 
year are included elsewhere in this report. 


During 1955, a new program was initiated at the Area which 
has enabled large numbers of students in the county to take 
advantage of the many opportunities offered. 


Your commissioners wish to take this opportunity to thank 
all agencies and individuals who have assisted them in carrying 
out their work.

less a net unexpended balance of appropriations of $12,347.38, 
resulted in a net budget deficit of $1,807.39.

A summarized statement of the receipts and expenditures of 
the County Recreational Area for the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1954, is included in Exhibit D. Proof of the Treasurer’s 
balance as of December 31, 1954 is shown in Exhibit E.

A profit and loss statement for the fiscal year of 1954 is pre- 
sented in Exhibit F. This indicates a transfer to surplus of 
$1,202.03, as a result of the financial activity of the Recreational 
Area during the year.

A summarized statement of the T-Bar construction account 
is included in Exhibit G. 
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Statement of Long Term Indebtedness: (Exhibit H) 


A statement of long term indebtedness incurred on account 
of the Recreational Area is contained in Exhibit H. Annual 
maturities of principal and annual interest requirements are 
indicated therein. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Purchase record control: 


The adoption of a system of purchase record control is recom- 
mended. This can be accomplished through the use of purchase 
order forms made out in triplicate. The original copy would 
go to the vendor, the second copy to the bookkeeper at the 
County Commissioner’s office and the third copy retained by the 
Area Manager. This procedure would provide a basis for the 
establishment of an accurate record of accounts payable. 


Separate recording of purchases: 


A separate classification should be made for purchases of goods 
for resale as distinguished from purchases of materials and 
supplies used in connection with the operation of the Area.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Belknap County: 
We are happy to submit our annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1955 for the Belknap County Home and Infirmary. 


We have come to the close of another year and in retrospect 
we would like to present some of the more important phases of 
the institution’s developments during the past year. 


The Infirmary has operated to full capacity all through the 
year as evidenced by the census report of an average of 35.6 
patients per day, of this number 95.4 are Welfare cases of all 
categories, the balance, self sustained persons. The majority of 
Welfare cases are persons who are unable to adjust themselves 
physically or mentally in homes, yet cannot be committed to a 
mental hospital, such cases adjust themselves very well in the 
Infirmary. We feel that a very definite need in Belknap County 
is being fulfilled by being able to offer such needed service to our 
aged and sick residents. 


The financial report of the Infirmary has been gratifying, the 
receipts have exceeded the estimated revenue, the several cate- 
gories serviced by the State of New Hampshire reflect the major 
portion of the income $47,896.53, from all other sources $14,- 
099.73 making a total of $61,996.26 receipts for the year, the 
months of Oct., Nov., and Dec. infirmary care due from the 
State of New Hampshire and other sources $10,020.64 making 
a total revenue of $72,016.90 for the year 1955. 


Several improvements have been made throughout the institu- 
tion, by special appropriations, requested by the Commissioners 
and authorized by the Belknap County Delegation, an enclosed 
Porch was built on the second floor, this adds much to the com- 
fort and care of ambulatory infirmary patients, several pieces 
of furniture, chairs, bedside tables, bedding and mattresses were 
purchased. Emergency lights were completed, new wiring and 
fixtures were installed in part of the Infirmary and Institution. 
An Annunciator System was installed. 

A Walk-in-Freezer was built which fills a long felt need, since 
the County Institution population has grown, much more 
produce of all kinds is needed, with the abundant fruits and 
vegetables crop, meats raised and processed on the farm, the 
Freezer was well stocked this year. 


The farm had a productive year despite a late start due to 
much rainy weather. 538 bushels of potatoes per acre have been 
harvested and other crops accordingly. The hay crop has ex- 
ceeded previous years. Our milking herd has had a most pro- 
ductive year. A Bulk Milk Tank was installed this year. 
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The increased interest indicated and the many kindnesses 
extended to the County Home by organizations, Churches, in- 
dividuals, visiting groups, flowers, tray favors, entertainment by 
groups and individuals, especially do we wish to thank Laconia 
Lodge of Elks, Chertoks Laconia Furniture and other friends 
who contributed so generously towards the purchase of Tele- 
vision for the Aged and II] persons at the Infirmary. 


In closing our report we wish to express our sincere thanks 
to the very fine cooperation extended to us at all times by our 
board of Commissioners, our County Delegation, the Doctors, 
City and Town Officials, our Chaplains Rev. Thomas Cate and 
Rev. George Chicoine whose spiritual help and guidance has 
been most helpful to our patients and those less fortunate under 
our supervision. Our deep appreciation to all for the counsel 
and encouragement given us in carrying on the work of the in- 
stitution. 

Our thanks to all our faithful employees who have been so 
cooperative in the performance of their duties during the year, 
without their help this report would not have been possible.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR 
BELKNAP RECREATION AREA 


I am pleased to present to the Belknap County Commissioners 
and the people of Belknap County my report of the Belknap 
Area for the year 1955. 


We at the area were highly honored in 1955 by having as our 
guest the President of the United States, Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
I am sure the people of Belknap County are very proud of the 
occasion, and that it will be remembered by all. 


Our long range program set out by your manager with the 
aid of the Belknap Ski advisory board of which James Rogers 
is Chairman has brought out results that have greatly benefited 
the area. 


On Stone Bar the trail is now being used by many more 
novices due to the service of this trail by the T-Bar, the fol- 
lowing work has been done as a safety measure for the novice 
skier: Widened, raked, and seeded the first left turn at the 
top. Skiers who check there are no longer blocking 50% of the 
trail as they were in the past. 


Doubled the width of the trail about half way down. 
Moved large boulders. 
Widened trail just above the cut-off into Phelps. 


T-BAR LINE 

We are very happy to tell you of the success of our seeding 
on the newly developed T-Bar line. While bulldozing this, we 
left additional soil so that we could rake in any water runs that 
occurred in the Spring. With additional fertilizer and more seed- 
ing, it now is a line that can be utilized on a few inches of snow. 


Emergency safety switches now mounted on the operators 
building at the top so no steps on his part are required to stop 
the T-Bar in an emergency. 


FLETCHER HALE 

A new entrance has been cut about 20’ above the original 
one. About 20-25 feet in width. A skier can now utilize all of 
the trail. Below this new cut-off the trail has been brush cut, 
rock picked and hayed in spots so it can be skied on about five 
(5) inches of snow. The remainder of Fletcher Hale has a good 
growth of grass resulting from last year’s bulldozing, raking, 
and seeding. Gulleys, predominating after last year’s hurricanes, 
have been filled in and hayed. 
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TRY-ME 

Try-Me is again a problem on the upper ledges and we hope 
that within a year or two we may be able to bring additional 
soil from the bottom to cover much of the ledge outcropping. 


The blind, narrow spot at the very bottom has been eliminated 
by cutting down and trimming trees, and a new wider bridge 
has been put in. The approach to the bridge has been graded. 
It is now much safer for the novice skier. 


BEGINNERS TOW LINE AND SLOPE 

The tow has been moved to the old practice slope to give 
beginners an easier tow line and a much gentler slope. Lower 
terminal has been painted and roofed. ‘This is powered by tractor. 
Old beginners hill can now be used for toboggans. 


VIKING 

The out run has been graded and seeded with a good growth 
of grass showing. A drainage ditch has been put from Phelps tow 
line all the way across to the bottom of Viking to eliminate the 
wet and icy spot. 


PHELPS 

Put in a drainage ditch at the top of the slope to keep the 
water off. Bulldozed, raked and seeded a section below ditch 
in order to be smoother. This also works in with our Summer 
Program. Good growth of grass coming. 


60-METER JUMP 

A check for $1,156.00 was turned over to the hospital by the 
N.E.M.D.A. The only charge the Belknap Area had in this 
operation was the cost of seed and additional loam to put it in 
better shape than before. 


In regard to the financial status of the area, it is my opinion 
that it was a banner year. Balance as of January 1, 1955 was 
$11,298.45 with an inventory of $9,368.82. Our balance ending 
December 31, 1955 was $7,450.67 with an inventory of $11,- 
399.39. 


During the year $10,000.00 was put in to the revolving fund. 
Also, $5,000.00 was paid on the T-Bar. The total receipts for 
1955 were $110,306.95 as compared to $80,345.23 in 1954. 


We are very happy to present to the belknap County Officials 
the above report. After five years as manager of the Area we 
still believe that we can gross, with proper conditions, $125,- 
000.00. ‘The summer business has increased tremendously and we 
are gradually extending the Area into longer seasons with addi- 
tional groups and events. Thousands of dollars have been put 
back into the Area in the improvements and every season we are 
getting larger and larger. The $17,734.47 in cash and inventory 
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made during the banner 1955 season, gives us a well rounded 
stock inventory, more equipment purchases out of earned income 
and a cash balance now in Belknap’s revolving fund and cash 
balance of $19,450.67. 

In conclusion may we thank all of the groups, including our 


well known Belknap Ski Patrol, who have worked and helped 
us during the past year.

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COUNTY SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


Belknap County Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my third annual report as County Solicitor. 


During 1955 no civil actions were brought against Belknap 
County. In several instances money was recovered for the County 
including one matter where your Solicitor was appointed ad- 
ministrator of an estate on a creditors petition brought by the 
County Commissioners. A serious civil suit was avoided motor- 
cycle weekend when an uninsured county owned truck was 
involved in an accident, but mutual releases were procured 
without payment of money. Subsequently insurance coverage 
was reviewed and all county vehicles are now insured. During 
the year another county truck was stolen and recovered and 
the person assumed to have stolen the truck was bound over 
for the 1956 March Term of the Grand Jury and then com- 
mitted to the State Hospital for observation. ‘The Commissioners 
and the delegation have kept the Solicitor fully informed on 
all matters which might involve a legal problem and have 
been most cooperative at all times. I wish to especially thank the 
Commissioners for the constant help of Helen Hayner. Her 
knowledge of the people that are involved in the various welfare 
problems that come before your Solicitor is invaluable. 


During 1955 there was a sharp decrease in the number of 
criminal items before the Superior Court, there being only 
twenty. On the other hand, there was a marked increase in 
matters before the municipal courts. This was especially true in 
two classifications — driving under the influence of liquor and 
juvenile cases. The equivalent of over one percent of the li- 
censed drivers in the County were charged with driving under 
the influence of liquor (actually many of those charged did not 
live in this county and no figures are available for those living 
here charged in other jurisdictions). This high number, more 
than one hundred and twenty, is an all time high, and is, in re- 
lation to the number of licensed drivers, much higher than in 
other parts of the state. This is not because of a greater num- 
ber of drunken drivers, but because of better enforcement and 
the policy of no fixes. In all the cases presented in this classifi- 
cation, only one was found not guilty and only two appealed. 
In both appeal cases the original conviction was upheld. In 
1955 intoxication was not involved in any where near as many 
accidents as in previous years. This all goes to prove that good 
enforcement followed up by vigorous prosecution can have its 
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effect. In juvenile matters there is a growing need for a way 
to make those in charge of children more responsible for the 
acts of the children. 


Throughout the year Sheriff Homer Crockett remained active 
in criminal investigation. Your Solicitor deeply appreciates the 
fact that when illness curtailed his activities, he, at considerable 
personal financial sacrifice to himself, chose to give up the civil 
rather than the criminal work. Such a high degree of faithful- 
ness, even in government service, deserves more than the humble 
appreciation I can express. 


Throughout the year your Solicitor has been greatly assisted 
by the Sheriff's Department, Corporal McKeagney and others 
of the State Police, the local police of this County and various 
departments of the state government and federal government. 
Probation Officer Ralph Hutchins has been given an office in 
the Court House which is greatly beneficial. I am pleased to note 
that the Laconia Police Commission saw fit to reward Paul 
Swenson with a promotion and that as a mark of respect for 
the fine men of this force, Charles Dunleavey, their Chief was 
made President of the New England Association of Chiefs of 
Police. 

During the year the President of the United States came to 
Belknap County and Sheriff Crockett took charge of his safety 
while he dined and spoke at the Area. As a footnote to history, 
this was one of the few dinners ever eaten by a President with 
a County Medical Referee in close attendance.

This is a program by local Extension Service Agents 
supplying news and information of interest in the fields of: 


AGRICULTURE 
HOME ECONOMICS 
YOUTH 

FORESTRY 


That one or more of these four topics is involved in the 
every-day living of every family in Belknap County? 


That one of the aims of the Extension Service is to help fam- 
ilies help themselves to a better living? 


That the purpose of this report is to help the people of the 
county to understand the services available from the Belknap 
County Extension Service? 


COMBINED REPORT — ALL AGENTS 


Points of major emphasis on a national, state and county basis 
the last year or two are: 


Farm and Home Counseling 
Marketing 
Public Policy and Information 


Shift to such emphasis has developed because of many trends 
and because it is felt that Extension Agents can more effectively 
help people help themselves to a better living along such lines. 


FARM AND HOME COUNSELING 


Over the years much Extension work has been done on an 
individual problem or project basis. The specific problem in 
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Agriculture, Home Economics, Youth or Forestry was handled 
by the Agent concerned as a separate, unattached problem on an 
“ailment-prescription” basis. ‘Today any individual problem is 
affected by, and in turn affects, the whole picture of the family 
concerned. 


Therefore, of special interest today are such items as: 


Family Resources: finances, land, buildings, equipment, 
labor, farming and family know-how and ability? 


Family Aims and desires for the future (short time and 
long time)? 

Family plans to get where it wants to go? 

What alternatives exist? 

What progress is being made toward goals? 


Since any of these items or all of them may be continually 
changing, Farm and Home Counseling appreciates the need for 
continually making decisions with the whole picture in mind. 


Some Farm and Home Counsel work has been accomplished 
this year by individual Agents, and by the cooperative work 
of two, three, and four Agents. In the latter case, the families 
worked with had Agricultural, Home Economic, and forestry 
problems, and youth of 4-H age. Each of these affect the welfare 
of the family as a unit. 


MARKETING 
Emphasis on marketing has been in the direction of: 


Marketing from the Farms of various farm crops and prod- 
ucts by the Agricultural and 4-H Agents, and by the County 
Forester. 


The pros and cons of farm bulk milk tanks constituted a 
new problem this year in milk handling and marketing. 


Food Retailer Marketing programs took place with the 
Agricultural and Home Demonstration Agents cooperating 
with a county retailers committee. 


Consumer Education Work was carried on among hundreds 
of families in Belknap County by the Home Demonstration 
Agent. 


PUBLIC POLICY AND INFORMATION 


Each Extension Agent is trying to keep the general public 
better informed in his line of work. This is accomplished through 
the media of circular letters, news releases, public meetings, radio 
programs, and any other means available to reach numbers of 
people. The daily radio program on WLNH Laconia, previously 
mentioned, is an effort in this direction. 
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MORE PEOPLE REACHED 


As a result of this three-fold emphasis on Farm and Home 
Counseling, Marketing, and Public Information, a greater num- 
ber of county residents are being reached by the Belknap County 
Extension Service than ever before, and the percentage of non- 
farm people reached is at an all-time high. 


Emphasis on the above three topics has not in any way reduced 
the overall fields of responsibility of each of the County Exten- 
sion Service Agents. ‘This is one factor which has necessitated 
the employment of additional Extension Agents throughout the 
United States the last two years. With the emphasis, however, 
it is felt that present Agents can more effectively and efficiently 
help people help themselves to a better living.
